REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is a polyolefin/polyolefin block copolymer represented by the specified 
chemical structure by the formula (1 ) for claims 1-3; and a polystyrene/polyethylene 
block copolymer represented by the chemical structure by the formula (2) or formula (3). 

2. The search has been done for a polyolefin having functional hydroxyl functional 
group and a maleic anhydride modified/grafted polypropylene for formula (1) in the 
independent claim 1 ; and for a product comprising an acrylic acid modified polystyrene 
and hydroxylated polyethylene for formulas (2) and (3) in the independent claim 4. All 
references cited by applicant have been considered. The closest reference under X 
category is WO 02/20644 which belongs to patent family to US Patent 6,852,799 to 
Baidak et al. While Baidak discloses a polyfunctionalized compatibilizer having in the 
molecular structure both an acid group and vinyl moiety, Baidak discloses 
hydroxyethyl(meth)acrylate as (A) block copolymer, whereas the claimed invention 
requires polyolefin and hydroxylated polyethylene. 

3. No motivation or direction is provided in the prior art to lead a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to define a chemical structure of polyolefin/polyolefin block 
copolymer represented by formula (1), nor a chemical structure of a 
polystyrene/polyethylene block copolymer represented by a chemical structure by 
formula (2) or (3) specified in the present claims. 

Claims 1-5 are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
